The Story of the Soviet Experiment 


FROM RUSSIAN LIPS —

CHAPTER FIVE—A Russian Girl Speaks 
Railroad stations in provincial Russia are dismal. 
variably packed to the walls with great crowds of 
violently gesticulating, unkempt humanity 
Peasants chewing sunflower seed, and with monotonous regularity 
| spitting the shells several yards away, lie prone upon the floor. This 
| is usually littered with pieces of paper and scraps of food. 
Occasionally one sees an old patriarch surrounded by great num- 
bers of children, who scuttle across the floor after the choicer bits 
of fgod. With the exception of the soldiers and the comparaively 
| well-dressed members of the communist party, the attire of those 
| loitering in the sations and of passengers awaiting an always late 
train is inadequate; many, even in summer, still wear the great sheep- 
skin peasant coat for want of more suitable clothing; in many dis- 
tricts few wear shoes, thus exposing sores from which pus exudes. 
On rainy days the odor in the stations becomes intolerable. The 
pungent smells of wet leather, filthy clothing and heavy sweat reek 
in the atmosphere 


AND THERE WAS OLGA 

It was in such a railroad station that I met Olga. I was sprawled 
on a blanket in a corner, growling at the atrocious schedules of the 
Russian trains and munching an American chocolate bar by way of 
consolation when I saw her stroll up to me, her hands upon her slen- 
der hips. Despite her tawdry clothes and lack of makeup she was an 
unusual girl for her 18 years, tall, graceful, full-breasted, blonde. 

Voraciously swallowing the candy which I gave her, she told me 
her story. 

Olga was a child of the untouchables and, like them all, told the 
same tragic story. Her grandfather, who had been killed in the revo- 
lution, was a landowner of some consequence, but her father had 
been a shiftless dreamer, the parent of 12 children, of whom Olga 
was the youngest. 

Until a year before I met her she had lived with her father and 
mother in Leningrad and had worked in a factory from the time she 
was 10. Her parents had managed to escape persecution only by 
reason of the direst poverty and obscurity. 


POLICE BREAK IN 

However, one night the OGPU, the political police, came to their 
home, confiscated what little they had and sent the parents to a 
prison camp in the northern Siberian wastes gn a charge of counter- 
revolutionary propaganda. They were of “undesirable social origin.” 
Had not Olga’s father been the son of a landowner and thus “an 
exploiter of the people”? Olga was left to shift for herself. 

Because her family had been publicly exposed as being of the 
untouchables, Olga was deemed unworthy to work in the proletarian 
cotton mills. She moved to the home of an older sister who was 
married to a worker. This man, however, had been greatly embar- 
rassed by the fact that his wife’s family had been branded as bour- 
geois. 
Because he was seeking entrance to the communist party, he was 
afraid to keep Olga in his home and forced her to leave. After hav- 
ing been buffeted from place to place, she turned to the only other 
means of livelihood left to her. 

Olga had the true Russian sense of futility. 

“It wouldn't be so bad,” she said, “ifgthere was any hope of there 
ever being anything better. Most of us don't care any more; we are

The Government of Canada has at last discov- 
ered that deflation is going on in Canada, and that 
it is actually working harm to some material 
interests. 

On Tuesday Hon. C. H. Cahan, Secretary of State, 
introduced a Government bill in parliament “to 
enable companies victimized by the depression to 
escape going through bankruptcy proceedings by 
arranging compromises with their secured credi- 
tors.” The arrangement is that when three-quarters 
of the secured creditors of the company agree to 
accept a compromise settlement the remaining 
creditors cannot prevent the settlement being made 

In such cases the dollar of debt is not to be a 
dollar, but something less than that. The debt is to 
be reduced to a point that will enable the company 
to keep going, the creditors to accept what they get. 
willingly or otherwise. In other words, 
to be a deflation of debts to off-set the defla 
has taken place in the company’s earnings 
assets. Which is, of course, a sensible proced 

Supporting the bill, Mr. Cahan said that since 
Britain left the gold standard, a year and a half 
ago, bonds and shares of Canadian companies had

Whatever France may do, the interesting fact is 
that the gold standard is no more. It has passed 
from the scene, The world is on a barter basis. 
What new “yardstick” will be adopted to measure 
trade balances and debt obligations in the future 
will be decided at London in June.

The mine was the property of the Can- 
adian-American Coal and Coke Co. The town has 
been deserted by the surviving inhabitants, and as 
the mine has been ruined it is doubtful whether it 
will again become populated. In the absence of ex- 
pert opinion it is suggested that the cause of the 
trouble was the slaking of thé lime stone.

THE CANADIAN “HANSARD” 
On this date, in 1880, the house 

of commons concurred in a report 

of the debates committee, present- 
ed by Rufus Stephenson, M.-P. tor 

Kent (Ont.) declaring that “As 

greater permanency in the per- 

sonnel of the reporting staff would 
create a higher state of efficiency, 
the committee would recommend 
that the reporters be engaged and 


recognized as officers of the 
house 
From this developed the now 


very efficient staff of the house 
of commons debates (commonly 
referred to by politicians and 
newspaper men as “Hansard” 
after Luke Hansard, the Norfolk 
compositor, who, as printer in the 
British house of commons, after 
1803, continued Cobbett’s Parlia- 
mentary History under the title 
of Hansard’s Parliamentary De- 
bates). 

The first man to attempt 4 
printed record of the debates of 
the Canadian house of commons 
was James Cotton, publisher of 
the Ottawa Times, a paper long 
since defunct. He was neither a 
reporter nor a journalist; just a 
business man who knew how to 
make money out of* government 
contracts and how to get them. 
Almost immediately after confed- 
eration he conceived the idea of 
compiling a record of debates 
from newspaper clippings. Those 
were the days when every news- 
paper man had to be a shorthand 
writer and when every agzily

newspaper devoted columns of 
space to reports from the press 
gallery written by its individual 
reporters. The, paper which 
printed the longest reports of 
speeches in the commons was 
considered the most enterprising 
and the expert shorthanders of 
the then young capital were al- 
most all newspaper men. ‘Thus 
all Cotton had to do was to read 
the various newspapers, pick out 
the best reports of speeches, ii:k 
them together and print them in 
one volume known as “The Cana- 
dian Hansard,” and draw down a 
nice subsidy from the government 
in the form of an annual order 
for 600 copies. 

This went on until 1872 when it 
was discontinued, either because 
Cotton lost his “pull” or for some 
equally unimportant reason. In 
1873 the house discussed the non- 
permanency of newspaper re- 
ports and the advisability of hav- 
ing official reports, but nothing 
was done until 1784 when a com- 
mittee of the house recommenced 
“the appointment of a reporting 
staff of five, under a chief re- 
porter, to prepare daily reports of 
the proceedings.” The report was 
adopted and the contract awarded 
to A. M. Burgess (afterwards ccp- 
uty minister of interior) at $500 
a week, out of which he had te 
pay his staff and expenses. He 
was followed by the Holland 
brothers, who were afterwards tor 
many years reporters to the scn- 
ate. This contract system ended 
in 1880.

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


FOOT TROUBLES MAY AFFECT MANY 
PARTS OF THE BODY 

Sometime ago a rather heavy woman came to 
me for advice, She had been doctoring for rheu- 
matism for several years without attaining more 
than temporary relief. Her tonsils and several teeth 
had been removed as a matter of the routine which 
| some doctors use for any rheumatic trouble, In 
spite of this treatment and the large amount of 
medicine she had used, the pain in her hips and 
legs constantly annoyed her. After a complete ex- 
amination I could not find evidence of rheumatism, 
but, as all persistent pains must have a cause, | 
took a number of x-ray pictures to find out whether 


or not there was any bone misplacement. I finally 
discovered that some of the small bones in her right 
foot were out of place and pressing on delicate tis- 
sues so that she walked with strained leg muscles 
to keep from injuring the tissues the bones pressed. 
She had been doing this for so many years that it 
was a habit and she no longer felt the pain in her 
foot, though, when I called her attention to it, she 
remembered suffering from it for several months 
| at the beginning of her supposedly rheumatic 
| trouble. I advised her to obtain a pair of correctly 
| fitted shoes, which she obtained from an orthopedic 
| shoe store and the rheumatic pains disappeared 
within a few days. She has had no trouble since, 
over an interval of about two years. I mention this 
case to show how foot trouble may affect other 
parts of the body. 

You may readily see that the feet are the 
foundation that carries the body's weight. If the 
foundation is not firm and strong, the weight will 
not be carried evenly and there is a muscular ten- 
sion. The trouble may even extend to the spine 
| which is thrown out of its poper alignment. As a 
result of foot trouble it is commonly found that 
the muscles along the back and legs become too 
| tight, and the bones of the hip may be tilted from 
their proper angle. The patient then develops an 
inward curve in the small of the back and has the 
appearance of swayback, The abdomen may stick 
| out, causing a pot-belly. The spine may become 
crooked, leading to round shoulders, a flat chest 
and a thrusting forward of the head. The strain 
upon the spine may even affect the internal organs, 
| as any doctor of the manipulative schools knows. 
| When the foot trouble gets to the point that it en- 
{ courages a crooked spine with a pinching of the 
| nerves, we find various aches and pains, such as 
| sciatica, lumbago and other strains in the sacroiliac 
| region, The circulation through the feet may be 
| poor, inducing chilliness, numbness and tingling 
| I note with interest that the manufacturers of 
shoes are now studying the best type of shoe for 
| keeping the foot normal instead of creating styles 
| without consideration for the feet. Shoe manu- 
facturers are printing charts which show how im- 
| 
| 


properly constructed shoes may deform the out- 
line of the foot and cause bunions and corns. All 
of this shoe education serves a good purpose. When 
\ people learn to wear the right kind of shoes while 
} doing their work, there is bound to be an improve- 
ment in the feet, for improperly constructed shoes 
are the main cause of distorted and cramped feet. 
Another cause of foot trouble is overweight, 
| especially when one stands for long hours on a hard 
surface like cement. Sometimes a cause of foot 
troubles is weak foot muscles from lack of exer- 
cise. In overcoming foot troubles the wisest plan 
is to go to a shoe store which specializes in cor- 
rectly fitting footwear. Select shoes which are built 
to follow the normal shape of the foot with round 
toes, flat heels and flexible leather. Your shoe 
should be wide enough to allow for the spreading 
that takes place while you bear your weight on the 
ball of the foot. You may be sure that, if you will 
take care of your feet during youth, your feet will 
support you in old age.
